COMPARISON WITIH OTHER LANDS,

No other country has such o domain, The
plalns of  Bavarly and Hungary, upon whicl
Central Euwrope relies tor It4 greain, unitod,
would not excecd In oarea o single connty in
Minnesota, The fpe lands of Priassin have o
thin soil, while the whest ficlds of France have
been cultivated for eenturies, and are only kept
in heart by constant application of fertilizers,
but here the =oil is in its virgin state, yvielding
such returns a& are not obiained in anv other
land, unless it be in the San .||_n\:.¢ill!] nd Santa
Clara yalleys of Callforni.

The most fertile acre of the Ganges valley in
India will not yield a greater return than these
of the Northwest. The Nile and the Yangtae
—their fertility renewed by ench suntinl food—
may vie with the uplands of Minunesota, but
there are sections along thiz Red river of the
North—along the Cheyenne I Mouse rivers of
Dacotal, which are not surpassod by tho richest
in the heart of Ching or on the delta of the Nile,

OUR INHERITANCE.

I know that many of those who will read this
letter are aceustomed te look iuto the future,
and to take enlarged views of whit our country
is to be in the coming years; but I am confident
that there 15 no man—even him of the must
comprehensive  mind—that hoas taken o just
mensure of the future greatness of this nation.

Many of those who, perchance, iy read these
lines hivve visited Ilinols and seen the wheat
and corn fields and enltivated lands of thaot
State reaching on and on in boundliss expanse
—have heard the music of the reapers gathering
the ripened grain—have beheld the harvest
flelde in all their glory, Think now of those
fields extended a8 for asitis from Boston to
Omuba, over a tract as wide as from Montreal to
Philadelphila, and you have the areaof the wheat
field lying northwest of Chicago. -

It 18 o region preseuting featnres different
from the country along the highway opened to
Ban Fl":l!l('iht'u by the Unlon fncifie road. Th-'
plalng of Nebraskn und Kansus —magnificent in
extent—are Lraverseld by no great waler courses.
The streams are few—and when the smmmer
heate previil they dwindle to rivalets aud be-
come wholly dry: hut here there are ever-flowlog
streams and lakes of pure frush water, fed by
never-folling springs.  Ride where you will over
this vast territory, and you are always in sight
of o river, a creck, or o luke of purest waler,
where the waves brenk on pebbly beaches, and
where thousands of water-fow! rear their young
beneath the ouks and maples that fringe the rip-

iling sireamms.
. Beautiful as ore the prairics of Illinois and
lowa, nature hins been even inol'e ;.:'l"[.\i‘.l'llllr in
her adornment of the Northwest. I'he Inrger
lakeg are bordered Ly parks and groves, pre-
genting landscapes of Indeseribable  beauty,
Muny o ]'ium-rl' on this Northwestern verge of
eivillzation may look out from the door ef his
Jog eabin on scencry ns enchanting o any iu
Oll England, True, there I8 no background of
mountains, no rocky erng, or deep and tortuous
defiles, Lut there are undulations, sunny slopesd,
l,',‘l‘lll.li! ewells, rounded wood-crowned sumimits,
Yooking down upon lnkesand ponds, dotted with
emoraid islands, or clear waters dancing in the
sunlight, or reflecting from the glussy surfnce
the transcendent beauty of the landscape.

This region I8 attrnctive not ouly becanse it
hus a productive soll and genial clime—nol be-
canse there Is greuat prospect ol materia]l wealth
—but here nature has done much to promote
that esthetic culture, without which a comuu-
nity never can resch the highest plane of "'IHIT_
gation.
